HE WILL NOT RUN. 


A TALK WITH EX-STATE TREAS- 
URER RENFROE. 


He Says that He is out of Politics and Cannot be 
Indueed to Run for His Old Office of State 
Treasurer—Heis Now Snugly Fixedine 
Place atthe Dade County Mines. 


A Coxstitution man met Hon. J. W. Ren- 
froe, ex-treasurer of the state of Georgia, yes- 
terday. 

Colonel Renfroe is in excellent health and is 
genial, happy and contented. Tu Constitvu- 


TION man remarked on his absence from the 


city. Colonel Renfroe replied: 

“IT cannot well be here, although I consider 
this my home and shall always do so. I am 
managing the Dade coal company for Gover- 
nor Brown, which takes most of my time, as it 
is an immense eoncern.’’ 

“| thought you were railroading?” 

“So I have been. I have just completed the 
Anniston and Atlantic railroad, and as you 
know, have done considerable railroad build- 
ing in Georgia. I had a bid in for the entire 
Anniston and Atlantic railroad when I made 
the contract with Governor Brown to manage 
the coal mine. . I then hoped that my bid for 
the railroad would not be accepted—but it was, 
and I therefore built the railroad, and ran the 
coal mine at the same time.” 

‘‘You are out of polities?” 

“Yes, 1 am, exeept when I can help my 
friends; then I am alwaysin.”’ 

“How about your old office of state treas- 
urer?”’ ' 

“Tam glad you asked me that question, for 
it gives me an opportunity to answer many 
persons atonce.

“How did you come to Atlanta?”’ 

“From Columbus we went directly to Warm 
Springs, Meriwether county. Then by Flat 
Shoals we came on to Fayetteville and di- 
rectly to Atlanta.” 

‘What is the length of the line as prospect- 
ed by you?”’ 

“One hundred and seven miles. Our party 
will start back toward Columbus Wednesday 
morning by another route, which will run 
near the one we have just passed over. After 
we finish that work we will immediately lo- 
cate the road.”’
